4fhey 
said, 'But he is just as bac, look what he's done to his 
people.' I said look, there's a difference in a traitor 

and an imperialist. The fact is that there is no black 
imperialists in the whole world. ‘There are some black men 
with imperialist mentalities. There are blacks who wouid 
like to be imperialists, but they do not have the means 

to become imperialists. See before can become an imperialist 
you must have powerful armies, a navy an air force. You 
must nave the means to subdue people. We can't sudodue 
anybody. but ourselves so we can't be imperialists. So 

now whet about your black capitolists? Name a black 
capitolist, will you pleese? and they said, 'Oh, there 

are some black pecpie with a million coilars.' and I looked 
at them and I said 'Are they running Wali Street? What 
black man has power and authority who makes decisions on 
Wall Street? jWho can make the mation tremble? Name one 
black man.' They couldn't name him. Wot a single one and 
the best we can get out of our race is the fact that there 
are a few wealthy black, a few wealthy, but these are not 
capitolists, what black man can control the interest in a 
big industry like the Ford Motor Company? What black man 
can control an indistry like General iltorsPp itihat are we talking 
about when we allow people to speak to us @ebout black 
capitolists and this is what has surprised a lot of people 
because they thought I was going to come back into the country 
and join within the race... i 

“Now there are traitors this is a truth that we 

“Must do away with. The next thing is that we must remember 
that we are all not the same so we can't expect to think 
alike to look alike and to ali dress alike, but there are 
certain things we have in common and the most important 
thing is that we are an oppressed people and if we don't 
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unite, if we don't get together and fight against this 
oppression, we are going to be exterminated. Don't let 
anyoody kid you. Tney fooled the Jews, You know, since 

I've been back, i've had people come to me, blacks and whites, 
and they say, ‘Oh I've heard you say that vou think there is 
a danger of extermination. Look between us, yéu don't 

really believe this Go you?' Here is the history Of a man 
whe hés been a beast, a man whose very existence in tris 

world was predicated on the fact that ne practiced genocide. 
That he exterminated a people, that ue took their land away 
and that he destroyed their food so they couldn't exist 

then he went into Mexico and rode heard over the Mexicans 

ang he stripped them of their land, he raped them, and he 
robbea them and here is a man wno brought hundreds of 
thousands of black people from -.frica in cages and in chains 
and that for 40G years he has been exterminating us. hot 
only that, even Abraham Lincoln once said when he looked 

out of a trein wincow in Virginia, he saéaid,twhy this is the 
worst £orm o£ slevery ever known to the world, Lleohk at those © 
people.’ He said ‘Why these men ere selling their own sons 
‘and daughters into slavery.' ond that is whet was happening. 
Can you imagine a man who will beget children from 6 woman 
‘and then he will sell those children anc then he will turn 
around and beget more children from the Caughter of thi 
woman, which was his daughter, and he will even from his 
grand-—Gaugnhter and then he will sell them. And then they 
have the audacity to ask me, ‘Ho you think these good 
Christian white peopie will exterminate us? Our neople 

are alreacy being exterminated and most of ell we ere entered 
intc an era that's close to reconstruction era. That was a 
time when our people made great strides and made gains 2fter 
Slavery, but then the man decided that we had gone far enough 
and what did he Go? He took those gains away. We had 
representatives in the congress in the Senate all the jobs, 
important jobs in the country, and it looked like we 

had it made, but you see what is given can be taken away, 
and the man Gecided well we've let them have some fun, 

not it is time to herc them. Uow Gid he Go it? Ee did it 
with the «cu KLuk Klan, he did it with violence, he did it 
with -night riders and there was an emerging of these writers 
and organigetions thet ceme up and that took away these 
rights, they took them back from our people. now look at 
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today, oxay. We've got representatives in Congress, we've’ 
got a black Senator, money hes been circulating, so some 
people have gotten drunk and they have forgotten who they 
are, where they live, what it-is now, the man is beg#hning 
to say that ob, we've got to have a cooling othe economy. 
‘Wno is going to be cool? alright, another good indication 
is when I first came back here to Detroit I was asked by 
some people did I see any changes. Did i realize how much 
progress had been made and they said you know things have 
| changed since you've been gone, and the Klan was responsible 
- £or your troubles, the ku Klux Klan,and I said yes, the 
same Klan organization that still operates in North Cérolinge. 
They said 'Oh, con't you know that times have changed, thet 
even in orth Caroline peopie are more enligntened now. - 
There is no such thing as the Klan in Worth Carolina anymore, ' 
and I asxed them if they were kidding, I said because vou've 
got a Klan in liichigan. ind they said that sometning must 
have been wrong with me in my head that I had develoved a 
parancid you see that Led 
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Sselt that the Kién wes everywhere 
so I told them alright then if you con't believe it. But 
then I was invited out to Sterling meights by the Human 
Relations Council. ‘Well, when I arrived at Sterling leights 
first thing there was a white woman there wno came out and 
we thought this woman was giving us a parking place énd 

you know every time we got ready to park, she said 'Move on

and the woman who was sponsoring it met me at the Goor and 
she was shaking and trembling and about to cry, she said,

are here.' Then I started thinking what do they need 

police for in a liuman Relations group so as soon as I 
started into the building there was some others with me some 
more brothers who were going out with me and then they started’ 
a little chant. They started chanting, ‘ah, we're going 
to kill the Nigger, we're going to kill the Nigger.' Can 
you imagine? ‘We're going to kill the Nigger,' and then they 
said, 'It's a Zionist and Jewish plot and the Zionists and 
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the Niggers are trying to.get together to take over ‘America 
and we got to get rid of the Jews and the Wicgers,' ana tney ‘ 
Started this chant and then they had some ropes end some 

-  mnooses then they had some miniature Klan uniforms. You 
see they've got these instant itlan uniforms now. This is so 
you know so that they can bhend in with the crowd. When 
they want to ne a liberal, vou ltnow, they put on the liberal 
dress and wien they want to be a nKlensmen, instantly they 
pull out this little robe this little minieture sheet and 
hold it in front of themselves. That makes them a Kians- 
mane So they startee screaming, talking ahout killing me 
when they did not imnow that I was from iown home and that 
this mignt frighten people frem ilichigan. But I'm from 
down nome, you see, .uere they really come out, plus the 
fact the last time I had seen the Klansmen they dicn't know 
that I had been spying on them. 50’ F went up and they 
expected me to breax and run, you see, and this was white 
man's territory so iI sat Gown and they nea their litt 
thing. ‘they went into a ceremony and they started scre 
and calling me all Kinds of names and I sat there end lLooxed 
at them and they iooked at me and I wéeited until they 
Finished. Then pretty soon the whites, of course most of 
the whites were opposed to tnem, some of the whites who- 
had been opposed to me started to realise then who the 
‘Savages were, see because Lf was Sitting there laughing at 
them and: this made them feel really embarrassed to be able 
to laugh at wnites In white territory. You see I'm supposed 

: to be the extremist rool and I was sitting there looking at 

7 Z them and smiling and laughing. First one woman jumped up 

and said she'd Like to know from me what my comcept of 

Christianity is. well this was a.rightish woman, she 

thought because I had been livingin the treonles Republic 

.O£ China that, you know, that I was going to attack religion, 

and so I looked otwtand I said, ‘iviell, lady, my concept of 

Christianity is what is. not here tonight.' and so finully 

they kept ranting and they kept reging and they couldn't 
provoke me anc then some of the others in there threatened 
to go outside with them and fight because they said they 

had wanted to near wnat I had to say and if these people 

didn't want to hear they should leave. So finally the 

woman said, ‘fell, the police are here,' and cume up to the 

3 man who was the chaizrman and, 'wWe can have them put out,' 

! and the man said, ‘iio this is a Human rkeliations meeting and 
we don't want to have anybody put out of a Human Relations 
meeting by the police.' And so finally they gave up, but 
this was a great opportunity to me and I was glad now the 
whites who had sponsored the thing had gone to pieces, but 
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they came up ana apologized and orm woman was crying. 
It really hurt her and I told her no, no, con't feel bade 
s- about it because I'm happy. First thing was that I ngeaed 
to be reminded once more what smerice is liike,vi'tve been 
‘away. I toid her that f had been away For a iong time and 
wnen you're away for a long time you have a tendency to 
forget and I saic not only that but you live right here 
among it and you Gon't know what it's like and it was an 
Opportunity for you te see what it's like. wWow.there was

» over there and maybe it would be better for you to wait ' 
awhile and I told tham it wasn't my problem it was ttHeir's. 
So when I got to Sngland they pullea@ me out of the line at 
the airport and I was supposec to lsave the next dav and the 
man cume up to me and they had flapped their icentification 
and saic'we're from tne CID, the police, and we want to talk 
to you for a minute.’ “anc so they took me in a room and 
right away tney saidi we must search you and I said search 
and they said 'Yes, we'll have to search you.' Well, right 
away, well I didn't want amy trouble out of them at that time 
so the man first they wanted my founte@in pen and the man 
said, 'Ch, pull it out.' TFT hac it in my pocket. 'Ch, 
your fountain pen,' and he looked at it and said, ‘Is that 
a fountain peny' and I said, ‘Yes." fe said, ‘Where was 
it made?! ana I said, ‘In China.' He said, 'Oh, well, 
Limgoing to @pen that fountain pen’ tien he put it up to 
my face and he stood back and he said, ‘You know if this is 
not a fountain pen you're going to be the first one that is 
Kiiled.' So he opened the fountain pen and I @sked hiin 
what was wrong with him, and he said, ‘Well, you know all 
the tricks and you're coming from Chinae.' end I tolc him that 
he must nave been afraid of the Chinese who were so sophis- 
ticated and advancea in the nuclear science and that tney 
‘fhad mace an atom bomp in a fountain pen. and so he saic 
after searching my beggage and I asked him why ali of this and 
he said, 'You can imagine your FBI revorted to us thet you 
were carrying arms and ammunition into tne UALted states.'!

that I wanted a directory and ne seid, ‘Well, if you've 
got to nave a Girectory, you don't know the man you're 
trying to call.' and so he said he couldn't see any need 
for making a call.

* "But any how there was an Atrican end they brought 
me out on the fourth day ang the /\frican was going cut and 
he was checking out of the reception center where I was. 

The warden asked the African did he have all of his belong- 
ings.

Mao book’ and the man reachea under the desk and got the bock

and they just stood trere and looked et him and oe Heli, 
we'll be back,' anc so after that night thoy started cdemon- 
Strating arounc the jail and then the prisoners tool: it uid 
inside and finallv it was cetting so hot jn .<ngland they 
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compound at the U.S. smbassv 
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and they threatened to beat up the American officials in there. 


You see, all of this all of this you Cidn't hear about here 
because they dian't want you to know what was going on enc 

they didn't want you to know that Slack is biack no mstter 

where it is wnen it's straight. .<.na so the pressure got 

so strong until finally on the fourth Gay they took me into 


the airport again. I asked them where was I going end they 
Said to Céiro.. IT told them no, they hac& the wrong man,

and’ so then the chief of the CI™z said, 'Look we've got orders 


from our government to put you on that plane by force. 
So f looked at them and then I tnought well this is it. 
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so £ told thein a I'm not going ana I looized at the mén 

and I asked him if you had breught the undertaker anc he 
said, 'Unde ns what's an anion eaice got to do withrthis? 
anci I said, ‘'ifell, ne's the only one wnose going to be able 


to put me on that oleae, it will mean that ne will heve to 


put my bocy on, but you cantt put me on thet prenes you can 

put my body on it, but you can't put me on it.e' So I stooa 

there and icoked at him end they stood there and looted at 

me and they had asout fourteen men Iined up along the hall 

and so the man said, 'Well, we've got orders to use force 

on you. ! imd so then I just startea to put off ray coat and 

pat it Gown gently on the table anda looked and than end Suic, 

'Well, when do we start.' So then finally they ae into 

@ confrerence and then came back and-said, 'iill you consent 

to go back to prison?' and I toid them well, that's where 

I had been since I had been in Jingland. Whey said, ‘Hell, 

if you go back to prison we'll try to make some arrangements 

zor you.e' In the meantime they said that Yh. nad refused to 

fly me to the States. I asked therm about other airlines 

ana they said weil, na asked other airlines to supper 

them so it meant thet no airline would fly me to the State

and £ asked them well, why wouldn't they fly me and they said 
it was becéuse Ti. had had some ‘hyjackings and that they were 


afraiG tnat £ might hyjack a plane anc endanger their 
passengers and i asked them way shoula I went to hyjack 

a plane that £ had been everywhere that aw Jackers gO. nd 
the fact was that Io was coming home and I nad a ticket to 


come to Detroit this was the only, place I wanted to go. Then 


finally they said that TA would fly me to some other city 
in Aierica, but they sole in't £ly me to Detroit. Then I 
redlizedmore than ever that this was the place for me to 
come so it meant that they were trying to heep me £rom 
getting nere and I remenbered a long oe ago that an old 
professor toid us, ‘You Gon't have to be a aqreat intellectual 
‘to out maneuver the racist white man, vou just ao gust the 
opposite of what he wants you to Go and you'll be right.! 
So then I knew that I had to hold out for Setroit because 
there was something wrong that the man was anxious to take 
me someplace Glse in America, but not to Detroit, and so I 
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came here. But when I came in and was taken into custody by 
the FBI some of the FBI came on the plane and in fact we 

had this whole plane to ourselves and nobody but the crew 
worked the ae and worked for us and I don't know how 


"much money TWA spent on the flight, but I know it cost 


more than the ticket that I had paid for. Anyway not only 
that, but they sent the Vice President,who was a black man, 
to meet me and to fly back with me on the plane and they 
didn't tell that in the press either that the Vice lresident, 
L suppose he was about 16th or i7th or 20th Vice President, 
but he was black and he came back with me. 


"But as soon eas I was taken into Sustooy by 

the FBI, I was taken into the Federal Building. While I 
was Sitting on. the stool and they were rolling this hand, 
the ridht hand, in the inl for fingerprinting and 2nother 
man touched me in the side and ee the left hand he said, 
'ah, I have = subpocna for you,' and so he nut the subpoena 
into my hand white they were pee ae me with the 
ees hand and this was from the Hastlend Committee, senator 

astland, and also’ from his commit oe with Sam Iinving from 
North Cerolina, Thurmsn from South Carclina and you can go 
down the line, Senator Dodd, ane all those people, the worst 
people you can imagine in the world, the criminals, the-real 
criminals in smerica. But in 2 way I brine this up elso 
to show the relsetionship because since the time I ‘arrived 
the Eastland Committee subooensed me and I discovered they 
had been pushing the thing all the time and that's what it 
was all about and this is wheat we're facing that tvpe of 


. network in this country. ‘-Noyvwe have this thing building up 


and as Brother Malcom once said oe Dixie, the south,.starts 
at the Canadian border and it runs all the way down to the 
GUIF of Mexico. WNow all you got co. os is look at the fact 
that black men all over Americe are in prison, not. only. 

the ones we know ebout, but thousands of those that we 

don't know about and they're in. prison because they're 

black men, because they fought for the human dignity and 


‘decency of our people. Now what do we have from the White 


House? First there was Haynsworth, this southern who was 
supposed to have been put on the Supreme Court to dismiss 
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justice for black people in America. Okay, our man Nixon 
couldn't get Haynsworth on the bench so what did he do? 

He turned around and got a man even worse than Haynsworth. 
Now he comes up with this fellow Cérswell and said, ‘nh, 
he's a good man, he's a good smerican. Oh, he would make 

a splended judge for the nation, he knows about justice, 
‘he knows about democracy,' and they say 'Oh, what about 

his record? What about the fact that he has been opposed 
to integration? What about the fact that he is opposed to 
the rights of black people and oprosed to equalitv? and 
they said, ‘Oh, that was a long time ago. That was in his 
past, you know we must forgive. Feople change. Why hold 
that against him now?! They have come up and they have 
discovered too that he had his land reserved and boudcnt 

and sold land in areas where they didn't allow our people 
to buy and sell. Now what was this? This was a violation 
of the United States Constitution, the same Gocument that 
they want to put him on the bench to defend. It's like 
Saying that we will delegate @ wolf to defend the rights 

of lambs. We will let the wolf.sit in judgment over ths 
lambs and we can expect the wolf to do justice to the Jambs. 
And now people like Huey F. Newton and others are in vrison 
but they can't release our Huev F. Newton. They can't release 
him because we will stick to-the law. We must do justice, 
we must uphold law and order. What do they mean by law 
and order? ‘They don't mean law and order, not the type o£ 
order we think about. “We wouldn't be opposed to law and 
order. We want law and order. Law and order would protect 
§ us. Law and order with justice they don't want. Law end 

' order they want the privilege to remain outlaws, they want 

to remain outside the lew. 


- "Now, they came into Michigan and they. said that » Sey 
we ‘want a criminal from thé South. There's a criminal - 
-among you in Michigan, and the governor of Michigan said, ae 

“ ‘Oh yes, we know about this and that we must honor extra- 
dition. Sxtradition is a Constitutional thing that we must’ 
live up to, the Constitution said that. 'Oh yes, we must 
turn this blzeck men to the south. Don't have any yvorry about 
‘him because J: have been assured by those good southern 
gentlemen that his Constitutional rights are going to be 
protected.' This is the governor of Michigan behind the 
Alqers Hotel incident and he can stand up, in Michigan. 
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This is an affront and a slander to every black man in the 
world for aman to sit in the governor's mansion and listen 
and say that he has been promised that my Constituticnal 
rights will be protected... It will be the firs#t time on 
this earth that a black man's Constitutional rights: have 
been protected. -| 
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"The Klan is now even rising in Michigan.’ 
In Michigan he looks to North Carolina and says, 'Oh, 
‘I have faith in the southern way of life, it shows the 
connection. The connection is bec@use in the last election 
North Carolina and South Carolina went Republican. They 
voted Republican for the first time since reconstruction and 
this is the new conspiracy against the black man and as | 
political patronage they must accommodate the south and when 
they accommodate the south, it means that vou are finished 
as a human being and this is purely and simple what it is. 
But I sey to the Klan, to Governor Miliken, to all of the 
white racists and.the fascists, I tell them that they are 
moving toward the destruction of America if they think that 
they can destroy us,that they can deny us our human rights,. 
and they can live immune to any retribution. . They are 
making the fatal and the final mistake of “merica, and I 
can assure you that this is the beginning of the end and 
most of all they have started the economic squeeze which 
means that becinning this summer you're going to see some 
hard days in ..merica. 
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"So we've got to have ourselves together in 

mind and in body. Don't let them fool you, forget about 

division, forget about the black bourgeois hecause his 

Will flow on the fire just like yours and instead of 

creating division and alienating our people from each other, 

now is the time to plead for unity, that we must be tolerant 

toward each other. Most of all we can't believe in sectarianism 

denominationalism. We can't believe in this class thing, 

we'll get the class later, right now we've got to try to | 

Save ourselves and we can only save ourselves as a united

Residents of the black 
community are urged to arm themselves against the police who 
are consistently referred to in the publication as "pigs" 
whe should be killed. 


"Phe Black Panther" issue of September i 1968, 
contains an editorial by BPP Minister of Education GEORGE 
MASON MURRAY, which ends with the following: 


"Black men. Black people, colored persons of 
America, revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only cul- 
ture worth keeping is a revolutionary culture. Change. 
Freedom everywhere. Dynamite! Black Power, Use the gun. 
‘Kill the pigs everywhere.'

= REPUBLIC OF NEW AFRICA (RNA) 


A source advised in May, 1969, that the Republic 
of New Africa (RNA) is an all-hNeyro organization founded 
in Detroit, Michigan, in March, 1968. ROBERT F. WILLIAMS, 
who was then residing in Peking, China, was named as its 
President-In-Exile. After fleeing the United States in 
1961 -following the issuance of a local warrant in North 
Carolina on a charge of kidnaping growing out of a racial 
incident, WILLIAMS published and broadcast hate-type 
Material in Cuba and China prior to his return to the 


.United States in September, 1969. 


A second source has advised that the purpose of 
the RNA is to establish an independent black nation within 
the United States, demanding the States of Alabama, Georgia, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, and South Carolina in addition to 
$10,000 per black citizen as payment for 400 years of 
ancestral slave labor. 


A third source advised on March 14, 1969, that an 


army of the RNA, known as the Black Legion, dedicated to black 


freedom and committed to the concept of systematic armed 
revolution, has been established. Black Legion members are 
expected to participate in military training and engage in 
Firearms practice.

NEWTON on November 16, 1970, at Oakland University, was that 
all poor blacks and poor whites, the working classes, the 
oppressed of the world, mist Gell join forces as a united 
body against the "ruling circle" in the United States. 
NEVTON repeatedly referred to this W ruling circle" through- 
out his entire speech and apparently interpreted this "ruling 
circle" as those leaders of Government and BReUeeny 7, the 
imperialists or those who are’ rich in this eocieey. NEWTON 
wanted equality for everyone with no one peene superior to 
his fellow man. He indicated the Negro is a class brother 
With the poor whites and they must join in their effort to 
overcome the "ruling circle," 


NEWTON stated, "The Black Panther Party is the 


vanguard of the revolution on a world-wide level because the 


world is really one community and we've taken Marxist-Leninist 
to a greater Level and, therefore, we are the greates 
Marxist-Leninists that ever lived, and we say this not to 
be arrogant because some times I wish that scmeone else 
would carry that banner because the way is narrow and the 
burden is heavy." | 

In “esnenusion: the speech By NEWTON was a rambling, 
many times incecherent Marxist-Leninist influenced, low-key 
revolutionary type speecn which attemoted to show a connection 
between the BPP and the League of Revolutionary Black Workers 
(LRBW), as well as a unity between the BPP and all oppressed 
persons of the world.

His speech called for the release of the pee a 
freedom for ANGELA DAVIS, BOBBY SEALE, und all the oppressed 
brothers and for the ultimate overthrow of the pigs. 
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ee The speech enpeared to be rather poorly organized 
_s- eid NEVTON was, easily diverted from the main topics which 
we seemed to be pursuving. Tne speech had very few references 
to any actual radical action or violent confrontation. 


The Black Student Union, University of Michigan, 
nn Arbor, Michigan, sponsored a rally in support of the 
Detroit 16 on Novenber 17, 1970, featuring HUEY WEWTON. 


NEWTON stated that the working class will be the 
Ones to carry out the "revolution" and carry the "revolution 
banner" and will most likely initiate the creation of the 
new order. Throughout his speech, NEWTON talked abont the 
new order which will occur when the world is taken over by 
Conumunism. Throughout the speech, NEWLION refers to capitalism 
stating that while it has caused many problems, it has also 
jaid the foundation for Communism. He stated that the 
wealthy are the ruling circle and named ROCKEFELLER and FCRD - 
as being in this circle. NEWTON stated that they offerred 
troops to the Vietnamese people,’ however, did not get a 
definite answer on their proposal.

was started during December, 1966, in Oakland, California, to 
organize black people so they can take control of the life, 
politics, and the destiny of the black community. It was 
Organized by BOBBY G. SEALE, BPP Chairman, and HUEY P. NEWTON, 
Minister of Defense, BPP. 


The official newspaper, called "The Black Panther, " 
regularly states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and 
guerrilla tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression 
of the black people. Residents of the black community are 
urged to arm themselves against the police who are consistently 
referred to as "pigs" who should be killed. 


The newspaper, in its issue of September 7, 1968, had an 
article by the then Minister of Education, GEORGE MURRAY. 
This article ended with the following: 


"Black men. Black people, colored persons of America, 
revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture 
worth keeping is revolutionary culture. Change. 
Freedom everywhere. Dynamite! Black power. Use 

the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere."

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REPUBLIC OF NEW AFRICA (RNA) 


A source advised in May, 1970, that the Republic 
of New Africa (RNA) is an all~Negro organization founded 
in Detroit, Michigan, in March, 1968. ROBERT F., WILLIAMS, 
who was then residing in Peking, China, was named as its 
President-In-Exile. fter fleeing the United States in 
1961 following the issuance of, a local warrant in North 
Carolina on a charge of kidnaping growing out of a racial 
incident, WILLIAMS published and broadcast hate~type 
material in Cuba and China prior to his return to the 
United States in September, 1969, Shortly after his return, 
WILLIAMS resigned from RNA. 


A second source has advised that the purpose of 
the RNA is to establish an independent black nation within 
the United States, demanding the States of Alabama, Georgia, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, and South Carolina, in addition to 
$10,000 per black citizen as payment for 400 years of ancestral. 
slave labor. 


A third source advised on March 14, 1969, that an 
army of the RNA, known as the Black Legion, dedicated to 
black freedom and committed to the concept of systematic 
armed revolution, has been established. Black Legion members 
are expected to participate in military training and engage 
in firearms practice. The RNA plans to establish an underground 
Black Legion in addition to an aboveground Black Legion in 
order to avoid detection by the police. 


According to this source, Black Legion members 
acting as bodyguards at a session of the Second National 
Convention of the RNA in Detroit, Michigan, on March 29, 
1969, were involved in a shoot-out with members of the 
Detroit Police Department which resulted in the killing of 
one policeman and the critical wounding of another.

LARRY FOWELL telephonically contacted MASSI HEWITT 
(leader of the Central Committee, BPP, California), advising 
him of the situation. H&WITT advised POWELL that if the 
police had a warrant to let them in. POWELL then contacted 
all the news media and black leaders in the community 
relative to the situation.

| opposite of what he wants you to Go and you'll be right.' 
So then I knew that I had to hold out for Detroit because 
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there was sometning wrong that the mén was anxious to take 
mé someplace else in =merica, but not to Detroit, anda so I 
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came here.- But when I came in and was taken into custody by 
the FBI some of the FBI came on the plane and in fact we 
“had this whole plane to ourselves and nobody but the,crew 
worked the plane and worked for us and I don't know how 
"much money TWA spent on the £light, but I know it cost 
more than the ticket that I had paid for. Anyway not only 
that, but they sent the Vice President,who was a black man, 
to meet me and to fly back with me on the plane and they 
didn't tell that in the press either thst the Vice kresident, 
I suppose he was about 16th or 17th or 20th Vice President, 
but he was black and he came back with me 





"But as soon as I was taken into custody by 
the FBI, I was taken into. ths ee eee Building. While I 
was sitting on. the stool end they were rolling this hend, 
the right hand, in the ink £o¥ - fingerprinting and esnother 
man touched me in the side and with the lest hand he said, 
'Ah, I have = subpoena for you,' and so he sut the subpoena 
into my hs ne while they were fingerprinting me with the 
other hand and this was from the #astlaend Committee, senater 
astland, an@ also from his committees with Sam Irving from 
Horth Carolina, Thurmsn from South Cerelina and you can go 
down the line, Senator Dodd, and ail those peopls, the worst 
people you can imagine in the world, the criminals, the-real 
criminals in America. But in 2 way I brina this up elso 
to show the relationship because Since the time I ‘arrived 
the Eastland Committee subnoensed me and I discovered they 
° had been pushing the thing all the time and that's what it 
. was all about and this is what we're facing that tvpe of 
. network in this country. ‘Noyvwe have this thing building up 
and as Brother Malcom once said that Dixie, the south,.. starts 
at the Canadian border and it runs all the way down to the 
GUIF of Mexico. Now all you got to do is look at the fact 
that black men all over America are in prison, not. only 
the ones we know ebout, but thousands of those that we 
don't know about and they're in. prison because they're 
black men, because they fought for the human dignity and 
‘decency of our people. Now what do we have from the White 
Hliouse? First there was Haynsworth, this southern who was 
supposed to have been put on the Supreme Court to dismiss 
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justice for black people in America. Okay, our man Nixon 
couldn't get Haynsworth on the benuh so what did he do? 
He turned around and got a man even worse than Haynsworth. 
“" Now he comes up with this fellow Carswell and said, {oh, 
he's a good man, he's a good smerican. Oh, he. would make 
a splended judge for the nation, he knows about justice, 
‘he knows about democracy,’ and they say 'Oh, what about 
his record? What about the fact that he has been opposed 
to integration? What about the fact that he is opposed to 
the rights of black people and oprosed to equalitv? and 
they said, 'Oh, that was a long time ago. That was in his 
past, you know we must forgive. Feople change. ‘Why hold 
that against him now?! They have come up and they have 
discovered too that he hed his land reserved and bought 
and sold land in areas where they didn't allow our psople 
to buy and sell. Now what was this? This was a violation 
of the United States Constitution, the same document that 
they want to put him on the bench to defend. It's like 
Saying that we will delegate a wolf to defend the rights 
of lambs. We will let the wolf.sit in judgment over the 
lambs and we can expect the wolf to do justice to the lambs. 
And now people like Huey Fs Newton and others are in prison 
but they can't release our Huev ©. Newton. They can't release 
him because we will stick to-the law. We must do justice, 
we must uphold law and order. What do they mean by law 
and order? They don't mean law and order, not the type o£ 
order we think about. ‘“e wouldn't be opposed to law and 
order. We want law and order. Law and order would protect 
- use Daw and order with justice they don't want. Law end 
' order they want the privilege to remain outlaws, they want 
to remain outside the lew.

"The Klan is now even rising in Michigan. 
In Michigan he looks to North Carolina and says, 'Oh, 

‘I have faith in the southern way of life, it shows the 
connection. The connection is beceuse in the last election 
North Carolina and South Carolina went Republican. They 
voted Republican for the first time since reconstruction and 
this is the new conspiracy against the black man and as 
political patronage they must accommodate the south and when 
they accommodate the south, it means that vou are finished 
as a human being and this is purely and simple what it is. 

But I say to the Klan, to Governor Miliken, to ali of the 

white racists and.the fascists, I tell them that they are 

moving toward the destruction of America if they think that 
they can destroy us,that they can deny us our human rights,. 
and they can live immune to any retribution... They are 

making the fatal and the final mistake of merica, and I 
can assure you that this is the beginning of the end and

We can't believe in this class thing, 

we'll get the class later, right now we've got to try to 

save ourselves and we can only save ourselves as a united 

people and those people who stand in the way of unity we must 
' sweep them off the face of the earth. «i111 of those leaders, 
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those egotistical leaders, who want to be big men who went ne 
to set themselves up es kings and gods, first of all they BE 
must be done away with because -they stand in the way of E 
unity. The first thing is thet a man shouldn't heve ambition eS 
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to be a leader, he should only hve ambition to do what is 
right and whet needs to ne done. Leadershin is not a 
special privilege for advantage, lesdership means sacrifice, 
leadership puts you on the hotseat, it puts ong as the pull's 
eye to a target, it means sacrifice, it means that he is ¢é 
servant. It doesn't set him up above the peonie, it doesn’t 
make him something sveciai, it makes him @ servant and it is 
his duty to serve in whatever capacity it is and these 
peovle who insist on being leaders, who insist on leadership 
are actually traitors and they ere betraying. They ere 
betraying us, thay are betraying our cause.

before I left and as it now is intKHe last stages.of the tyne 
o£ 7merica we will ever see we will never see omerica again 
as it was, it's already changing. The change is setting 

in and it's going to change for better or worse and what~ 
ever it is that I want to see this and I want to be a witness 
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but I tell you most of all that we have got to be united, 
we have got to be serious, we have got to stop arquing with 
. @ach other because we are black, we are black and our, only 
Survival. We are the ones who will determine whethef or not 
we survive. The man can't determine whether or not we are 
surviving, we must determine this and this is what we are 
going to do and this is why we must consider an attack on 
the Fanthers. an attack on us. We must consider an attack, 
| a racist attack,on any black man an attack on us. We must 
also love our people, we must love one another and there is 
one thing I like about Chine, the Chinese will not steal 
from Chinese and the Chinese “will not fight in their country 
now because they're trying xo be a selfless society and 
this is what we heve got to be if we ere to survive. 
| The only thing that will help us to survive is that we build 
! a selfless society means that we first got to change our- nae 
| selves. We have got to changes ourselves, nobocy can chonge 
- us and we have dot to start with ourselves and that is thet. 
We put the good of all of our brothers above our individual 
welfare and this is the only wav that we can survive. But 
I want to say again. that I feel that we are going to make it. : 
We're going to have to pay for our mistakes, many people 
are going to be hurt, be killed, but then we will learn from 
that and I'm sure thet we will have in us the power to 
survive and the power of greatness. Because of our suffering 
we will have: more understanding and we will have a better 
attitude to build a better world and I say once again .

Residents of the black 
coninunity are urged to arm themselves against the police who 
are consistently referred to in the publication as “pigs" 
who should be killed. 
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"The Black Panther" issue of September 7, 1968, 
contains an editorial by BPP Minister of Education GEORGE 
MASON MURRAY, which ends with the following:
